escapes

A massive police manhunt was 
launched last night for the alleged 
“Ramat Gan rapist” after his escape 
from the Abu Kabir lock-up. 

Dani Katz, 36, was duurged last 
Tuesday in the Tel. Aviv District 
Court with two brutal rapes and 
three attempted rapes, to wfnch he 
bad admitted after 20 days of inten¬ 
sive questioning. He was suspected 
of 17 rapes, attempted rapes and 
indecent acts. 

Katz escaped at 7:20 p.m. through 
a bole in a wall that was being 
repaired. His family had come to 
visit him at the time and witnessed 
his escape. After making his way to 
the street, Katz hailed a cab and was 
driven away. 

Katz is 1.78 metres tall, and has a 
full head of dark curly hair. He was 
wearing a blue and black track suit 
when he escaped. 

Some police sources expressed 
fears last night that Katz might try to 
reach some of the women who have 
testified against him. The police are 
keeping watch on their homes.

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
ad minis tration insisted yesterday 
that its decision to withdraw the 
American ambassador from Damas¬ 
cus was “an extremely serious mea¬ 
sure, a sign of great diplomatic dis¬ 
pleasure” with Syria's policies.

The hospital nurses decided last 
night to turn the screws on the public 
health system a bit more by 
announcing an additional walkout ■ 
from most departments from 3 to 11 
p-m. today. 

Health Minister Shoshana Arbefi- 
AlmosHno said yesterday that the 
hospitals had reached- the critical 
point. Hospital doctors had de¬ 
scribed the system as being on the 
verge of collapse. 

Arbeli-Aimoslino called an 
emergency meeting for today of all 
the parties involved in the nurses’ 
strike and an additional meeting 
with ff e doctors. 

Doctors in government hospitals 
announced last night that from today 
they would not treat anyone in out¬ 
patient ctinics and would accept only 
emergency cases in hospitals. 

A demonstration held yesterday 
by 500 nurses opposite the Knesset, 
an appearance before the Knesset 
Labour and Social Welfare Commit¬ 
tee, and amarch to the Western Wall 
failed to budge the government. 

The evening shift will be unstaffed 
by nurses in all departments except 
for geriatrics, dialysis cases and 
those treatingnewbom and prema¬ 
ture babies. This intensification of 
sanctions follows the 24-hour- 
stayaway from 7 a.m. yesterday. 


Nurses’ representatives say they 
have “no knowledge” of nurses re¬ 
ceiving under-the-table payments 
from patients’ relatives for remain¬ 
ing at their bedside during the 
strikes, or of nurses working without 
permission for private nursing com¬ 
panies that charge patients some NIS 
100 per shift. They also had "no 
information” of nurses out of uni¬ 
form breaking the strike by going to 
work in their departments. 

But reports of all three persisted 
yesterday. The Health Ministry says 
it is investigating stories of patients 
paying nurses to care for them and 
hospital nurses working privately 
through companies without author¬ 
ization. 

Today’s strike, said the nurses, is 
being staged because “no progress” 
was made in informal talks with the 
Treasury and Knesset members 
yesterday. “What they gave us was 
like a blank piece of paper,” said ff e 
nurses’ spokesman. “They aren’t 
budging on incentive payments or 
cutting the work week. ” 

The hospitals, dependent on ex¬ 
hausted doctors, relatives and volun¬ 
teers yesterday, were feeling under 
heavy pressure daring the fall-day's 
strike. Everyone in the wards was 
busy with keeping an eye on the 
patients - a very difficult task as most

GENEVA (Reuter). - An interna¬ 
tional Red Cross conference yester¬ 
day adopted revised statutes, with 
Israel dissenting because the move 
left Magen David Adorn outside the 
movement in a dispute over 
emblems. 

The new statutes changed the offi¬ 
cial title to the International Red 
Cross and Red Crescent Movement, 
adding the words “and Red Cres¬ 
cent” to the previous designation. 

They also stipulated that only 
national societies using the name 
and emblem of the red cross or red 
crescent can be recognized as foil 
members of the movement. 

Israel’s delegate, Pfuhas Eliav, 
said that restricting recognition to 
Christian and Moslem emblems 
meant that Israel’s Star of David 
emblem remained excluded from 
frill membership. 

The statutes were endorsed with¬ 
out a vote by delegates from more 
than 120 governments and 137 
national societies at the conference, 
which continues until next Saturday. 

Eliav said that Magen David 
Adorn, which has an observer de¬ 
legation at the conference, fulfilled 
all the criteria of foil membership 
except for the emblem.

Liver transplant patient‘stable’ 




Last week Egypt sent messages of 
congratulation to Shimon Peres.

HAIFA. - Israel’s second tivertransplant patient, Eliahu 
Schreier. 59. was in a stable condition in Rambam 
Hospital here last night after surgeons stopped the 
hemorrhaging which had led to the interruption of the 
operation early yesterday. 

The new liver has already been transplanted and the 
surgical team intends to complete the operation today. 

Schreier, from Moshav Shoresh, in the Jerusalem 
Corridor, is fully conscious and talked with his wife. 

Massive hemorrhages were the main reason for sus¬ 
pending the operation about 12 hours after it was begun 
on Sunday evening. Dr. Yigal Kam, head of the Ram¬ 
bam liver transplant team, said. 

Kam said the hemorrhages were a hazard of such a 
complex operation. Efforts were made to stop the 
hemorrhages. 

The kidneys were also removed from the donor of the 
liver. They were transplanted into two patients in 


Rambam Hospital at noon yesterday. Kidney transplants 
have become a routine operation, some 80 a year being 
carried out in Israel. 

Meanwhile, additional improvement in the condition 
of 40-year-old Mira Schichmanter, who had Ram barn's 
first liver transplant last week, was reported by the 
hospital's deputy director. Dr. Zvi Ben-Ishai. Schich- 
manter’s relatives were joined yesterday outside the 
hospital's recovery room by Schreier s wife, Tova, and 
two sons Yehuda, 37 and Amos, 32. 

In Beersheba yesterday, the way was cleared for a 
kidney to be removed from a 39-year-old mentally 
defective man for transplanting into his father's body. 
The father had sought permission from the local district 
court for the removal of the kidney from his son. who is 
under his care.

New TV series hopes to help 
police with unsolved crimes

A new monthly televison series 
starting on November 10 will hope¬ 
fully enable police to close the files 
on several unsolved crimes. The 
crimes will be reconstructed by 
actors playing the victims anti un¬ 
known perpetrators, but the actual 
eye-witnesses to the events will 
appear before the camera and de¬ 
scribe what they saw. The public wifi 
be asked to call in additional in¬ 
formation which could help the 
police to apprehend murderers, rap¬ 
ists and thieves. The series will be 
produced by Rafi Ginat and directed 

by Yossi Tsemach. 

Five years ago, Israel Television 
approached the police with a similar 
idea for a programme, but the police 
were not interested. A year ago the 
police asked 1TV to help crack un¬ 
solved crimes. Ginat agreed to do 
the series on condition that he bad 
complete access to police files. Out 
of 10 serious crimes,, he selected 
three which had been perpetrated 
during the past 12 months: the rape 
and attempted murder of a girl sol¬ 
dier; the murder of German tourist 
Miriam Shticker; and the murder of 
British tourist Lucy Aimes. 

All three crimes took place in the 
south and were reconstructed before 
the TV cameras in keeping with the 
details in the police files. 

Based on Germany's X Ipsilon 
and Britain's Crime Watch, the 
Israeli series hopes to match Euro¬ 
pean successes in securing convic¬ 
tions. In Britain, where 22 program¬ 
mes were shown, the public helped 
law enforcement authorities to se¬ 
cure 24 convictions.

The brief, undistinguished career of Nezar Hindaw i 

Rise and fall of a terrorist

LONDON. - In his brief and undistinguished 
career as a terrorist, Nezar Hindawi worked 
variously for the Jordanians against the Palesti¬ 
nians, the Syrians against the Jordanians, even the 
Iraqis against the Syrians. Only Libya, it seems, 
ironically turned down his services. 

For it was to Libya that Nezar and his brother 
Ahmed Haa fust turned last year, with a proposal 
to bomb the German-Arab Friendship Society 
office in West Berlin. Nezar was convinced that 
the society had been infiltrated by the Israeli 
intelligence service, the Mos&ad, and be resolved 
to blow it up. 

Bat if the budding terrorist expected a swift 
okay from the Libyans, he was to be disappointed. 
In Tripoli, it seemed, political commitment was a 
vital prerequisite for any would-be bomber, and 
since Nezar Hindawi’s knowledge of Col. Gadda¬ 
fi's Green Book was not all it might have been, the 
Libyans, packed the brothers off with a shake of 
the head and a desultory $5,000. 

Nevertheless, from the moment his plane 
touched (town at Damascus Airport in January, 
Nezar knew that thing s would go better with the 
Syrians. Haithan Said, number two to Air Force 
intelligence commander Mohammed al-Khouli, 
had driven out specially to meet him. For Said, 
Nezar Hindawi’s lack of beard and revolutionary 
fervour made a welcome change from the stream 
of fana tics making their way out of Lebanon to 
seek Syrian sponsorship for terrorist acts. 

Al-Khouli and Said are thought to have directed 
some 30 terrorist operations, and they saw in 


Hindawi a respectable, westernized, articulate 
young man, likely to escape detection by western 
intelligence agencies; a candidate most unlikely to 
lead the trail of state-sponsored terrorism to the 
door of their imposing Damascus headquarters. 

Hindawi, on this initial trip to Damascus, was 
accompanied not by Iris brother, Ahmed Hast, but 

by a Berlin-based Palestinian shopkeeper, Farouk 

Salameh. The visitors were driven by Said to a 
mili tary base outside Damascus, where they were 
shown a blueprint of the suitcase bomb Said felt 
would be most suitable for a West Berlin Hast 
Hindawi had suggested. 

Early in March, Salameh got a call from the 
Syrians: the loaded suitcase was ready and waiting 
at the Syrian Embassy in East Berlin. Ahmed Hasi 
and Salameh drove over, and there was Said to tell 
them bow die bomb was to be primed and 
detonated. 

The suitcase was smuggled through Checkpoint 
Charlie in a Syrian diplomat's car, and days later 
Hasi and Salameh drove to the German-Arab 
society's offices, left the suitcase against an out¬ 
side wall, departed, and waited for the baag. 

Nothing happened. 

They tried again a week later. 

Still no bang. 

Nezar Hindawi, waiting in London for news, 
was growing increasingly impatient, fearing that 
his bumbling brother in Berlin might lose him face 
with the Syrians, and might casue the abandon¬ 
ment of the horrendous scheme be was planning to 
implement next.

‘counterpoint to Hechal Shlomo’

An answer to Rabbi Abergil of 
Baka was provided yesterday by 400 
Arab workmen rushing to complete 
the first stage of the new worid 
centre for Progressive Judaism on 
King David Street. 

The $33 million project, to be 
dedicated next week, will provide 
the Reform movement in Israel a 
centrepiece around which it hopes to 
rally Israelis seeking a spiritual route 
that avoids the Orthodox establish¬ 
ment. 

“Many Israelis are alienated by 
the Orthodox establishment but 
have the idea that it is either Ortho¬ 
doxy or nothing," said Rabbi 
Richard Hirsch, executive director 
of the World Union for Progressive 
Judaism. “Our aim is to inculcate in 
them the idea that Reform Judaism 
is a positive factor in Jewish life." 

■ Although the movement has 
established two kibbutzim in the 
Arava and otherwise attempted to 
involve itself affirmatively in Israeli 
life, probably nothing has won it so 
much sympathy in the eyes of the 
Israeli public as the incursion on 
Friday night of Rabbi Abergfi into 
the Simhat Tora celebrations of the 
Kol Haneshama Reform congrega¬ 
tion in Jerusalem’s Baka neighbour¬ 
hood. Abergfl may indeed prove to 
be one of the pillars of the Reform 
movement in Israel. “What hap¬ 
pened there,” Hirsch said, “was a 
perversion of Judaism.” 

Establishment Orthodoxy can 
speak slightingly of the Reform 
movement in Israel, which musters 
no more than 5,000-6,000 congre¬ 
gants on High Holydays, but it can¬ 
not be dismissive of the 1.3 million 
supporters counted by the move¬ 
ment abroad. 

The size and wealth of this consti¬ 
tuency is manifest in the new centre 
being built aloqeude the Hebrew 
Union College. The Reform “Vati¬ 
can" wifi be a lavish counterpoint to 
Hechal Shlomo - the Orthodox 
“Vatican" across Independence 
Park. 

Although Orthodox officials 
spoke of “naked or half-naked 
women” holding Tora scrolls in the 
Baka celebrations - an apparent re¬ 
ference to women in short-sleeved

dresses - Orthodox visitors to the 
new Reform centre will find some 
surprising echoes of Orthodox prac¬ 
tice, including a decorative facility 
outside the dining hall for ritual 
rinsing of hands before meals. 

“This is the firet Reform facility 
anywhere with this kind of facility/’ 
Hirsch said. “In addition, the kitch¬ 
en will be strictly kosher. We aim for 
this to be a meeting place for all 
kinds of youth, including Orthodox 
youth.” 

Reform practice in Israel is 
already far more traditional than in 
Reform congregations abroad. Men

WORKERS FROM THE National 
Yiddish Book Centre in Amherst, 
Massachusetts, have recovered a 
treasure-trove of almost 85,000 
folios of out-of-print Jewish music 
from a garage in Boro Park, Brook¬ 
lyn. 

The collection is believed to repre¬ 
sent the largest single inventory of 
Yiddish music anywhere in the 
world. 

' Virtually all of the music was pub¬ 
lished by Metro Music, a well-known 
music publisher on New York’s 
Lower East Side. When Metro 
Music went out of business in the 
early 1970s, its entire unsold stock 
was bought on speculation by a 
group of private investors. The Met¬ 
ro Music building was eventually 
demolished, and the collection of 
sheet music wsstored in a succession 
of New York City locations. 

The ownership of the materials 
finally passed to Sidney Rimmer, a 
part-time cantor who works as a 
computer auditor for the Gty of 
New York. Rimmer believed that 
preservation of the music was a ttiuz- 
va, regardless of. its commercial 
value. With the help of friends, he 
cleared out the'two-car garage be¬ 
hind his home in Boro Park, a pri¬ 


marily Hassidic section of Brooklyn, 
where he packed away the thousands 
of folios of sheet music, hoping that 
someday they would be of interest 
once again. The materials remained 
in Rimmer’s garage for the next 33 
years. 

Recently, news of the treasure 
reached Rabbi Aryeh Gotlieb, ot 
Paramos, New Jersey. A long-time 
lover of both Yiddish and cantorial 
music, Gotlieb travelled to Boro 
Park to investigate. He took one 
look at Rimmer’s garage and' im¬ 
mediately recognized the historic 
significance of the long-lost collec¬ 
tion. 

Gotlieb phoned Aaron Jansky, 
executive director of the National 
Yiddish" Book Centre in Amherst, a 
non-profit organization that has res¬ 
cued almost a half million unwanted 
and jiiscarded books daring the last 
seven years. 

Lansky. 31, responded im¬ 
mediately'to Gotlieb’s call. He 
phoned Rimmer and arranged for 
the entire collection to be donated to 
the centre, where it could be proper¬ 
ty stored and catalogued. A truck* 
was dispatched to New York, and 
staff members and student interns 
worked for two days in the summer

heat emptying the garage, loading 
the truck, and transporting the sheet 
music to the centre’s 18,000-square- 
foot Yiddish Book Annex in 
Holyoke, Mass. 

Workers at the Yiddish Book 
Centre are now sorting the music, 
entering titles and inventory into a 
computerized data base. Although 
cataloguing will not be completed 
for another two months, hundreds of 
titles have already been identified. 

They indude favourites' from the 
Yiddish theatre, work songs and 
ballads from the htdutzim in Eretz 
Yisrael, songs by Yiddish writers 
such as Moyshe Nadir and Itzik 
Manger, Yiddish renditions of arias 
from - Italian operas, and liturgical 
classics by many of the greatest can¬ 
tors of Europe and the U.S. 

The centre has announced plans to 
distribute ‘thousands of duplicate 
copies of the sheet musical nominal 
cost to libraries, universities and the 
general public. 

A complete, annotated catalogue 
will be available free of charge In 
early November.

Ontario upholds 
schoolprayer 

TORONTO (JTA). - The Supreme 
Court of Ontario, in a 2-1 vote, has 
upheld the constitutionality of 
'school prayer. The court held that 
foe daily recitation in many Ontario 
schools of foe Lord’s Prayer does not 
violate the religious freedom of non- 
■Christians or non-believers and is 
not contrary to Canada's Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. 

Five parents in Sudbury, Ontario 
filed a suit arguing that the daily 
recitation of the Lord’s Prayer in 
schools promotes Christianity over 
other religions and discriminates 
against non-Christians and non¬ 
believers. Two of the parents are 
secular Jews, one is a practising Jew. 
one a Moslem and one a non¬ 
practising Christian. 

They argued that although regula¬ 
tions ofthe Sudbury board of educa¬ 
tion allow, children to opt out of 
prayer, foe act of not conforming 
singles them out and opens them to 
ridicule and stigmatization. 

The parents said the Lord’s Prayer 
impels religious observance and is a 
Christian. not a non- 
denominational, prayer. They 
wanted either to scrap saying the 
prayer or to allow children a moment 
of quiet reflection, a practice now 
common in many schools. 

But foe court rejected foe parents’ 
argument, ruling there was no coer¬ 
cion to say the prayer and added that 
if a child faces embarrassment as a 
result of not saying it, “it is neverthe¬ 
less an embarrassment foal mil have 
to be faced throughout life and not 
just during school years,” Justice 
Dennis O’Leary said in his judg¬ 
ment. - 

He noted that the Constitution 
recognizes the .supremacy of God, 
adding that reciting the Lord’s 
Prayer, even if one is not a Christian 
or is a non-believer, does not deprive 


THE STREAMLINED structure is 
not merely a technical matter.

AJ Committee staff member Lar¬ 
ry Grossman said lay leaden were 
invited rather than rabbis because 
the latter “tend to reflect institution¬ 
al interests” while "we felt that lay 
people might have a more objective 
way of loosing at these issues, more 
down to earth.”

- Belgium, Ireland and Malta.

The Roman Catholic church 
opposes abortion as murder, and 
Islam generally holds this view also. 
However, some Islamic modernists 
hold that abortion is permissible to 
save the mother's life. 

Another 13 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion is covered by laws allowing 
abortion on broader grounds, such 
as to avert a threat to the mother’s 
health rather than her life. 

For another 24 per cent, the laws 
consider such factors as inadequate 
income, substandard housing and 
lack of a husband. West Germany, 
India, Japan and die United King¬ 
dom are among countries in this 
category, the study said. 

Finally, abortion on request is 
allowed for 39 per cent of the 
population, generally in the first 
trimester of oregnanev. Austria. 
Cuba, Denmark, France, Italy, 
Sweden, the Soviet Union and the 
United States are among countries in

But ‘There's no place in the world 
where abortions don't occur regard¬ 
less of what the laws are.” Henshaw 
said.

A NEW FRENCH drug that can 
cause a woman to expel a fertilized 
egg already implanted in the womb 
by triggering menstruation may be 
on the market within the next 18 
months, according to the World 
Health Organization (WHO). 

The new pill, called RU-486, does 
not prevent ovulation (as do con¬ 
traceptive pills) and does not have to 
be taken shortly after intercourse to 
be effective (like morning-after 
pills). Studies indicate that the piU 
can flush out 90 per cent of the 
embryo if it is taken within a few 
weeks of a missed menstrual period. 
But WHO wares that the pill is not as 
effective as surgical abortions. 

The pill could be taken once a 
month to stop any pregnancy, but it 
is too early to tell if it would definite¬ 
ly be effective if used that way. The 
main danger seems to be an incom¬ 
plete abortion if the pill is taken too 
late - leaying parts of the embryo in 
the womb. Only 60 to 70 per cent of 
the embryo might be expelled if the 
pill is taken three or four weeks after 
the overdue period. 

RousseMJdaf, the manufacturer, 
will submit the drug to the French 
authorities in early 1987 and will 
request permission to market it a 
year after that. 

WHO tested the new pill among 
women in nine countries, including 
five European nations and Singa¬ 
pore. Hong Kong. China and India. 
The French company has tested 
1.000 women, but has not disclosed 
its results.

Insomnia is rarely life- 
threatening, but it caused the death 
of the 53-year-old man, whose two 
sisters died from the same thing 
along with many other relatives over 
three generations. 

According to the New England 
Journal of Medicine , the man had 
always slept five to seven hours a 
night, but his insomnia began gra¬ 
dually. He could then manage only 
two or three hours of sleep a night, 
and two months later, slept only an 
hour a night and was frequently 
disturbed by vivid dreams, during 
which he would rise from his bed, 
stand and give a military salute. 

When he was awakened by his 
family, be said be had dreamt he had 
attended a coronation. He was put in 
hospital, his speech became unintel¬ 
ligible and he was unable to do 
simple tasks. Doctors tried a variety 
of sleeping pills, but nothing work¬ 
ed. His physical condition failed and 
he died nine months after the symp¬ 
toms began. 

Doctors found that he suffered 
degeneration of the thalamus region 
of the brain and concluded that this

Modan wants to use the findings 
on diet to suggest ways of preventing 
the disease. In the Journal of the 
National Cancer Institute, Modan 
suggests tot women eat less fat and 
more fibre - especially frmx and 
vegetables, including the peels. He 
says the advice is good for sum as 
well. 


THEU.S. SURGEON-GENERAL

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LONDON (Reuter).-London’s en¬ 
try into a new world of computerized 
stock market trading and cut-throat 
competition in its financial markets 
got off to a jittery start yesterday 
when the stock exchange's main 
share price quotation system broke 
down. 

It was more than an hour before 
the hitch in the new SEAQ system 
was ironed out and updated price 
quotes were fed into its computer. In 
the meantime activity came to a 
virtual halt, doing little to calm trad¬ 
ers’ first day nerves. 

One senior analyst at stockbroker 
James Capel said:' “It’s a complete 
balls-up," an indelicate English 
synonym for chaos. ‘Trading has 
virtually stopped and market- 
makers don’t know what to do,” he 
added. 

Most of the major market-makers 
have their own computer systems, 
but they rely on SEAQ for a com¬ 
plete picture of the market. 

The SEAQ system went down just 
13 minutes before trading was due to 
start at 9 a.m. Greenwich Mean 
Time on the first day of London's 
much heralded "big bang,” the 
phrase christened to describe the 
wave of deregulation sweeping 
through the capital’s financial mar-

kets. 

With trading now dependent on 
an array of sophisticated technolo¬ 
gical hardware, a breakdown of the 
computer systems effectively brings 
activity to a standstill. For this 
reason dealers turned up at their 
offices last weekend for a dress re¬ 
hearsal to ensure all was in working 
order. 

The new SEAQ system came on 
line at 8 a.m.„ as scheduled, and 
screens began to show initial deals 
were being struck. 

The floor of the London Stock 
Exchange, usually a bustle of activ¬ 
ity, was thinly populated as traders 
prepared to cany out business from 
a bank of screens on their desktops. 
Some did not even bother to open 
their booths on the exchange floor. 
White balloons decorated the lamp- 
posts in the streets of London's 
financial district, the City, bearing 
the message: “This balloon goes off 
with a big bang." 

Stock exchange Chairman Sir 
Nicholas Goodison said: “Today 
marks the culmination of a 
tremendous amount of hard work 
and enterprise which member firms 
have invested in these short years. 

“Together we have changed the 
fundamental operations of the cen¬ 


tral market The stock exchange has 
shown that it is capable of...chal¬ 
lenging for the leading position in 
the international secunnes market¬ 
place.” 

But some financiers spoke with 
regret of the parting of the old 
relaxed city lifestyle. 

“I hope we are not going to find 
such a ferocious approach to work. 
Too long hours,, too continuous 
pressure at the screen, and people 
come under strain. They make mis¬ 
takes. They even start to break down 
their health far too early in life, ” said 
Bank of England Governor Robin 
Leigh-Pemberton.

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Foreigners bring capital, changes to Spain 


Local investors are giving their country a 
miss, but their overseas counterparts are 
certainly not following suit.

MADRID. - While efforts by Mad¬ 
rid to modernize its economy draw 
little support from local investors, 
foreigners are snapping up the in¬ 
vestment opportunities offered by 
Spain. 7 

The process is expected to acceler¬ 
ate following the announcement tha t 
the 1992 Olympic Games will beheld 
in Barcelona. just the sort of interna¬ 
tional shop window the Spanish gov¬ 
ernment needs to show the world 
that the country is firmly on the road 
to modernization. 

Foreign investment is now enter¬ 
ing Spain at some $3 billion a year 
and in the process is changing the 
country’s industrial and financial 
landscape. 

Although only 10 per cent of the 
total, foreign investment provides a 
dynamism often lacking in the rest of 
Spain's economy. Banking methods 
have changed consideraoly as has 
the vital hotel industry as a result of 
the arrival of foreign com petition^; - 
The car industry is now totally 


foreign-owned, following Volks¬ 
wagen's acquisition of the money- 
losing Seat company from the Span¬ 
ish government in a S592 million 
two-stage takeover. 

Volkswagen, which prevailed on 
the Spanish government to put up 
more than Sib. to clear Seat^s 
accumulated debts, reckons that it 
will be able to return the company to 
profit in the 1990s. 

If the performance of other fore¬ 
ign auto makers is anything to go by. 
Volkswagen can expect to succeed. 
Ford, which only came to Spain 10 
years ago, has just announced a 
S593m. plan to modernize its plant 
near Valencia with the aim of mak¬ 
ing Spain into Europe’s third-Iargest 
car manufacturer. 

Foreign investors such as Ford, 
General Motors. Renault, Nissan 
and Suzuki have already given Spain 
a car industry twice as big as Britain’s 
and one which exports more vehicles 
than British producers. Ford is, in 
fact, Spain’s biggest smgleexpbrter, 
followed by other foreign-owned 


companies like IBM, General 
Motors and Renault. 

Now well-established, the 
pioneering role of the car companies 
has shifted to the state^controUed 
telecommunication company, Tele¬ 
fonica, which has attracted foreign 
investment partners to a number of 
projects. 

The most spectacular is a deal with 
AT & T to build a microchip plant 
near Madrid, which will be the big¬ 
gest in Europe. Most of the plants 
output will be exported, while the 
government hopes that it will en¬ 
courage the spread of high technolo¬ 
gy through the rest of Spanish indus¬ 
try - 

Telefonica has meanwhile formed 
a partnership with U.S.-based Corn¬ 
ing Glass to set up a £30m. fibre 
optics plant and has wooed Japanese 
investors such as Fujitsu into a joint 
venture to assemble computers and 
other office automation equipment. 

Japan’s biggest manufacturer of 
farming equipment, Kubota, is plan¬ 
ning to set up its first foreign plant in 
Spam by acquiring IS per cent of the 
local Nissan subsidiary. 

What the new investors, many of 
whom enter Spain through the 
booming Madrid stock market, are 
attracted by is the prospects offered 
by. Spanish entof into the European 
CommuiSty last January. } 

This made it "easier for Spanish 


goods to penetrate neighbouring 
markets without removing the long¬ 
standing advantage of Spam’s gener¬ 
ally lower labour costs. 

The Spanish government, faced 
with Western Europe’s highest rate 
of unemployment, has removed 
many of the restrictions on foreign 
investment that were applied prior 
to entry into the EC. 

However, it has promised to keep 
key sectors like the defence industry

WHETHER OR NOT there is anything much to the story 
peddled to the London Sunday Tones by Mordechai Vanunu 
about nuclear arms production in Israel, the feeding of such 
information to a foreign newspaper by a former employee is. 
regardless of motive, a grave crime. Israel would under law be 
entitled to take steps leading to Vanunu’s apprehension so that 
he could be duly interrogated, tried and, if found guilty, 

punished. 

According to Newsweek magazine Vanunu has in fact been 
lured back home from London for that very purpose. John 
McKnight, an Anglican churchman from Sydney who says he 
helped convert Vanunu when he was in Australia last summer, 
has arrived in Jerusalem demanding explanations about his 
“noble” friend’s whereabouts, and calling on the premier to let 
him see Vanunu. 

Israel owes Rev. McKnight no explanation and the premier is 
surely under no obligation to arxange a meeting for him with 
Vanunu, assuming the latter is in the country. 

But the question is whether Yitzhak Shamir may not owe Hto 
the people of Israel to be more forthcoming in the matter of 
Vanunu. Old precedents for the secret jailing, interrogation 
and trial of persons who committed grave security offences, 
followed by their secret incarceration, are not only extremely 
few, they are also wholly inapplicable. In the case of Vanunu, 
who did what he did almost literally in full view of the whole 
world, tight secrecy about his whereabouts is not a viable 
alternative. 

The Prisons Service spokesman must be assumed to have told 
the truth when be said that Vanunu “is not being held in a 
Prisons Service jail.” 

But the spokesman of the Prime Minister’s Office was not 
believable and making a fool of the premier, when he protested 
on Sunday that “we do not know anything about this matter.” 
Surely the one thing Mr. Sh amir must be assumed to know - he 
is the civilian boss of the Shin Bet again, isn't he - is whether 
Vanunu is or is not in Israel. The pretence of “not knowing” 
may void the need of explaining bow Vanunu was brought here, 
if he was. But it also might undercut Israel’s credibility. 

Telling obvious, and therefore, stupid, lies is neither a viable 
political option, nor a patriotic duty. 


Beauty at bay 


ALL OVER the world the environment has lately become a 
battleground on which guardians of the primordial green are 
pitted against promoters of economic growth. Even the terms 
of the traditional debate between socialism and capitalism are 
being affected by the argument that with add rain threatening 
andent forests and nuclear wastes civilization itself, economic 
growth might as well be cut down to zero. 

So far, this controversy has touched Israel only peripherally. 
There is hardly any disagreement in this country that natural 
beauty should be preserved by all available means, but without 
arresting industrial and agricultural development. Now, 
however, this fine general prindple is being put to a severe test 
over the use of the rippling waters of the Dan River- in an area 
of the far north that is probably Israel’s most outstanding 
beauty spot - for irrigation, drinking and hydroelectric power. 

The Nature Protection Soriety, backed up by the Nature 
Reserves Authority, contends that five brooks fed by the Dan 
are in danger of dryingup, and in effect dying out together with 
the fauna and flora all around them, because too much water is 
being diverted from the Dan for development purposes. If 
present plans are not drastically scaled down, the environmen¬ 
talists warn, the ecological structure of some 20 square 
kilometres of terrestrial glory will be irretrievably destroyed. 

It all started, rather oddly, some six years ago on a note of 
harmony between nature lovers and committed developers. An 
agreement was reached at the time that a small amount of water 
would be diverted from the Dan to meet the farming and 
drinking needs of some twenty Upper Galilee settlements and 
the town of Kiryat Shmona, while leaving enough of it to keep 
the five streams flowing. 

Almost as an afterthought, a hydroelectric power station was 
also later thrown in for good measure, at the cost of $ 1.6 
million, but on the understanding that there would be no 
additional drainage of water from the Dan. The understanding 
was reached with the NRA; the NPS now says it would have 
opposed the idea had it been duly informed in time. But it only 
learned of the scheme when construction of the power plant 
was already under way. 

Since then, in any case, so both the NPS and the NRA insist, 
there has been a gradual but steady erosion of the water 
allocation to the five streams, with the apparent collusion of the 
Agriculture Ministry’s Water Commissioner, and with dis¬ 
astrous results for the entire fluvial landscape in the affected 
region. 

Loud public protests by the environmentalists earlier this 
month, which drew national attention, focused largely on the 
power plant. Although its generating capacity is pitifully small, 
and despite the fact that it lay idle most of this past droughty 
year, the argument is that the interests of the plant cannot be 
reconciled with those of the environment, even as a tourist 
attraction. 

The closure of the plant, it is contended, would not undercut 
Upper Galilee’s economic prospects, even if it involved some 
monetary loss. 

In rebuttal, the developers suggest, first, and reasonably 
enough, that the new system of supplying water for irrigation 
and drinking is less wasteful than the previous method whereby 
kibbutzim and moshavim would siphon off water from the Dan 
for their individual needs; and, secondly, and more question¬ 
ably, that under the proposed new allocations sufficient 
amounts of water would be left to maintain a moderate flow in 
three of the five streams, if two are allowed to dry out. 

The adamant opposition of the environmentalists to what 
they view as a rotten new compromise seems to rest on the fear 
that by yielding so much as another inch they will prove traitors 
to the cause of nature preservation. That fear must be shown to 
be utterly groundless before any further action is taken that 
might - just might - lead to the irreparable loss of an 
inestimable national treasure.

IT IS difficult to foresee bow the 
government headed by Yitzhak Sha¬ 
mir wiD function, apart from expect¬ 
ing some nuances, especially on the 
level of public rhetoric, to shift. Yet 
it is highly unlikely that major 
changes will occur. Those who basi¬ 
cally disliked the national unity gov¬ 
ernment will continue to dislike it; 
those who gave it qualified approval 
under the circumstances caused by 
the 1984 electoral stalemate, will 
probably not have much cause to 
I change their minds. 

The reasons for this have to do 
with 4 number of factors, some insti¬ 
tutional and some personal. 

The institutional factors are ob¬ 
vious: This is a coalition govern¬ 
ment, not a presidential one. When 
the coalition is made up of two 
evenly balanced blocs, the powers of 
the prime minister- as Peres learned 
- are rather heavily circumscribed. 

Furthermore, the coalition agree¬ 
ment of 1984, which ensured that 
neither Labour nor Likud could real¬ 
ly make its own West Bank policies 
work, will continue in force. Likud 
may now try to set up the few 
settlements which were agreed 
upon. We may expect heightened 
rhetoric about a more sustained set¬ 
tlement effort on the West Bank, 
and already existing settlements will 
be "inaugurated” with a lot of pomp 
and circumstance. But the base con¬ 
dition remains that just as under 
Peres the government did not have a 
mandate to seriously negotiate over 
the West Bank and Gaza, so now it 
does not have a mandate for the 
Likud policy of a massi ve settlement 
effort. 

BUT BEYOND these institutional 
factors, there is the question who is 
in charge of what. Since Yitzhak 
Rabin stays on as minis ter of de¬ 
fence, the issues of war and peace 
are firmly in the hand of a highly

Coming 
to the foreign ministry from the 
Prime Minster’s Office, where be 
earned international respect from 
governments and the media, Peres 
will undoubtedly continue to be 
highly visible. It will be to Peres, 
rather than Shamir, that the foreign 
media will turn for their information 
and interviews and the international 
“voice of Israel” will continue to be 
Peres’s voice. 

Certainly, some of the crucial ave¬ 


nues of foreign policy will continue 
to attract Peres's energies. The cor¬ 
dial and friendly relations he was 
able to establish with the United 
States, and especially with Secretary 
of State George Shultz, will continue 
to be channelled through the foreign 
minis try. The same applies to con¬ 
tacts with Western Europe, where 
Peres made a major impact during 
his two years as prune minister. 

While Peres was not as successful 
as he expected to be with his policies 
vis-d-vis Egypt and Jordan, there is 
no doubt he will continue his initia¬ 
tives, both publicly and behind 
dosed doors, little progress was 
made with regard to normalization 
with Egypt, but the efforts will be 
directed by the foreign ministry, and 
whatever contacts do wist with King 
Hussein will be maintained by Peres. 
The same applies to Morocco and 
some other countries, and it would 
be rather difficult for Shamir to 
prevent it. 

Peres will continue to push for a 
rapprochement with the Soviet Un¬ 
ion and other Communist countries 
- and the natural address for such 
attempts is the foreign ministry. The 
same applies to the endeavours to 
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renew diplomatic relations with 
black African nations. And a more 
restrained relationship with South 
Africa will also be apparent, as some 
of Peres’s closest advisers have 
urged him to distance Israel from 
apartheid even further than he has 
done until now. 

IN SHORT, both -in Israel'and 
abroad, the image of Israel's foreign 
policy will very much focus on Shi¬ 
mon Peres. Given his activism, be 
will be a very visible and articulate 
foreign minister. Despite some of 
the mistakes Peres made in handling 
a number of personal issues on en¬ 
tering the foreign ministry, Peres is 
surrounded by a highly qualified and 


action-oriented staff, both Peres's 
own nominees, as well as the perma¬ 
nent ministry staff, who will see to it 
that then: minister will be perceived 
as being the senior partner in direct¬ 
ing Israel’s foreign affairs. 

The question, of course, arises as 
to whether the Likud will hot try to 
torpedo such a configuration. On the 
rhetorical level, this will undoubted¬ 
ly happen. Shamir, Sharon, Arens 
and Ronnie MQo can be expected to 
make some very hawkish statements 
at regular intervals, bat these will 
not change the basic direction of the 
foreign and defence policies. Shamir 
himself has a vested interest in the 
survival of foe government, for in 
foe case of early elections, his own 
position within the Likud will be 
challenged.

In the 
words of the author of the Book of 
Judges: “Since Bnei Israel have 
transgressed the covenant that I .en¬ 
joined upon their fathers and have 
not obeyed Me, I for my pan will no 
longer drive out before' them any of 
the nations that Joshua left when he 
died” ( 2 : 20 . 21 ). 

The Book of Kings, which de¬ 
scribes foe period of the monarchy 
following the period of the Judges, is 
an account of foe sins of Bnei Israel, 
winch resulted in their exile from the 
land. 

AMONG the peoples of antiquity, 
only Israel preseved an historical 
memory linking the people to its 


by centuries. What is more, no peo¬ 
ple in the annals of human history, 
with the exception of the Jewish 
people, acknowledges that there is a 
condition, an essential prerequisite, 
for remaining on foe land, namely 
obedience to God’s laws. 

This condition is spelled out from 
foe very outset, not when Bnei Israel 
crossed the Jordan River, but in the' 
days of Abraham, who crossed over

18:19 we read: “And they shall keep 
the way of the Eternal, to do right¬ 
eousness and judgment, that foe 
Eternal may fulfil Ms promise to 
Abraham regarding Eretz Israel as 
an inheritance for all generations. 

And when Bnei Israel lost posses¬ 
sion of foe land and were sent into 
exile it was dear, perfectly clear, 
that: because of our sins we were 
scattered to the far coiners of the 
earth and we must therefore ex¬ 
amine our deeds and search our 
souls so as to atone for the transgres¬ 
sions which brought about foe 
tragedy of Galut f .oi our alienation 
from our land. Indeed, unique in the 
history of the nations, is the Jewish 
people's bond to Eretz Israel - this 
land on which foe Emperor Hadrian 
imposed the name "Palestine.” 

EVEN during the 1.800 years, from 
foe Bar-Kochba revolt in 132 until 
the rise of the third Jewish common¬ 
wealth in 1948, when non-Jews as 
well as Jew’s referred to Eretz Israel 
as "Palestine,” it was the Jewish 
heritage that stood in bold relief. 
From foe redaction of the Mishna 
and compilation of the Jerusalem 
Talmud to the Midrashim and 
pivvutim and foe Shidhan Aruch, 
which were composed in Eretz 
Israel.

Sir, -There is something symbolic 
in foe combination of foe names of 
foe joint recipients of the 19S6 Nobel 
Prize for Medidne: Dr. Sianlev 
Cohen and Dr. Rita Levi Momalci- 
m. 

Since the inception of foe much 
coveted Nobel Prizes in 1901. some 
450 awards have been made, of 
which IS per rent went to recipients 
of Jewish origin. In view of tin* fact 
that the Jewish people constitute less 
than 0.1 per cent of the world 
population, this is an amazing record 
that no other nation comes near to 
achieving. 

The tot Jew to win the prize was 
Dr. Paul Ehrlich, in 1908, foe 
pioneer of immunology and che¬ 
motherapy. First Jews of German 
origin stood in the front line of 
reapfems. Later on, Jewish scien¬ 


tists. statesmen and authors working 
in the U.S. dominated foe list. As or 
1969. economics were added to the 
list of prizes and seven Jewish eco¬ 
nomists distinguished themselves. 

The reason for putting these facts 
on record is that, in most lexicons 
and encyclopedias, foe Jewish origin 
of famous persons is not mentioned. 
Thus, Einstein is an American physi¬ 
cist bom in Germany and Yasha 
Heifetz is an American violinist born 
in Russia. The argument supporting 
this practice is that foe religion of 
non-Jews is also not given. Howev¬ 
er. as a consequence, our 
tremendous contribution to world 
culture is hardly given the recogni¬ 
tion it deserves. 1 think this omission 
ought to be corrected.
